Attack on the Jail Watched by a 
Brother of One of the 
Victims. 



Owensboro, Ky., Aug. 15. — A 
stranger giving his name as J. H. 
Boatner, shipped yesterday from here 
< a 8, 000 to his own address at Fords- 
ville, a town on tbe Illinois Central 
railroad, about twenty-five miles East 
of bare. Boatuer has been at Dean- 
field, a town live miles from Forda- 
vlll*, for abuut two weeks. Yester- 
day ke went lo the exprese office at 
Deaofield and told tbe agent he want- 
ed to express some money to his own 
address at Fordsville. The agent told 
him he wonld do It. When Boatner 
counted ont (18,000, nearly all of it 
being In (1,000 and (500 bills, the 
agent was amazed and told tbe man 
he could not send more than (5,000. 
Boatner then took the money back, 
and, giving the Town Marshal, John 
Cueaa, (10 to come with him, came 
to Owenaboro. Going to J. G. Burcb, 
the agent ol the American Ezpreaa 
Company, he slipped his (18,000 to 
hia own address at Fordsville, paying 
(14 charges lor expressing it., 

Boatner stayed here until this 
morning, when be lelt He ia about 
twenty eight years old. He told per- 
sona at DeanGeld that bln father bad 
given him the money to bay mineral 
lands. Belore Boatner left here he 
telephoned the express agent nt 
Fordsville that be had sent the money 
and told him not to pat It In bank, as 
he would be after It. 

At 9 o'clock to-night a telephone 
message from Fordsville stated that 
Boatner waa lhare standing out In 
front of the depot acting itrangely, 
and that the boys were preparing to 
ride him on a rail. Nobody has any 
idea who ha ia, where he I* from or 
what he means. 

Boatner later went to a boarding- 
house at Fordsville aad left a call for 4 
o'clock, saying ha was waa going to 
Louisville. He refused to take the 
money from the agent there this af- 
ternoon, and tbs Utter baa It yet. 



Lexington, Mo., Aug. 18 — Tbe 
lynching of Charles Satyera and Har- 
ry Galea hers yesterday morning and 
-Mthuaharp military movements ol the 
mob under the direction of its rossk- 
ad captain were the chief topics here 
to-day. Pall detalla of the lynching 
are now known. 

The lynchera came quietly and 
were perfectly organized. All were 
maaked. On getting Into town they 
went at once to the jail, carrying 
aledge hammrra and chiaela. A de- 
mand waa made of Sheriff Thomas to 
deliver the jail keya and tbe mntder- 
era. Tbe Sheriff refared. Sledge 
hammers were then effectively used, 
and the entrance door waa qnlckly 
biokrn flown. Tbe Iron door to the 
upper corridor wan smashed next and 
then the steel door to Salyers' cell. 
Securing Salyera, the mob then went 
downstairs and broke In the iron door 
to tbe lower corridors. The door to 
Gates' cell was battered open, and 
Galea waa bound. 

The mob then hurriedly left, with 
the prisoner* under strong guard, 
and drove to the agreed place ol exe- 
cution. Anivlng there, the prisoners 
were asked il they had anything to 
say. They made conflicting state- 
ments, each acknowledging that be 
was at Johnson's on tbe fatal night, 
but charged each other with firing the 
fatal shot Both protested their in' 
nocence, and Salyera sent word to his 
mother that he died innocent. 

The order was given to pnll the 
ropes. Instantly both men went 
dangling up In tbe air. Just prior to 
being drawn up. Salyera charged 
Grates with tbe killing. Gates, In 
reply, told Salyers be waa dying with 
a lie on his lips. 

The lynchers dispersed, leaving the 
two bodies swinging to and fro In the 
Stiff morning brrtzt. Fully a hna- 
dred persona witnessed the lynching. 
Rverlhing moved like clockwork and 
the mob promptly obeyed tbe cap- 
tain's orders. 

Charles Sdlycrs waa born In Lex- 
ington and was in hia ltd year, hav- 
ing cast hia first vote in the recent 
June city election. Hia mother la in 
poor health, and be had been of no 
aid to her. Hia father ia in the 
Nevada asylum. A younger brother 
witneaeed the bettering down of tbe 
jail doors this morning. 

Galea waa 33 years old, and waa 
also born here. He leaves a widow 
who. It U aaid, refused to claim hU 
body He la an ex-convict, and 
served five years in the Missouri pen- 
itentiary lar burglary. 

Tbe crime for which the men were 
lynched was the murder ot Mr. 
George W. Johnson on Tueaday 
morning, August 5. They were 
stealing chickens and Mr. Johnson 
had goon out to invaaligate, when 
they shot him. 

Charles Salvers, white, and Harry 
Gatts, colored, were promptly arrest- 
ed on suspicion. Tbe latter was 
found to have been wounded, a num- 
ber of shot being picked out ol hia 
lelt hip. They were placed in jail

The Change in the Supreme Court 

Any change In the personnel of tba 
United States Supreme Court, is a 
matter of profound Interest and Im- 
portance to all thoughtful citizens. 
Ex-Vice President Stevenson once 
called tbe Senate "the most angust 
” bnt that die- 



assembly in the world 
turn In rather flattering than exact, 
lor the Biltiah House ol Commons haa 
lar greater power than the Senate, 
There being no written Conatitulion 
to limit legislation and 110 court por- 
sessiong the legal right toanoulits 
ita. But the Supreme Court of the 
United States is beyond all question 
the most remarkable and august body 
iu Christendom. It la the wonder of 
all Europe, and the most distinctive 
American Institution. It ia an inde- 
pendent department ol the federal 
government, and ita influence oe pol- 
icy and national life can hardly be es- 
timated. . 

In view oi these facta one reads with 
"bated breath" that one of the mem- 
bers of this tribunal, Justice Gray, 
haa resigned on account ol age and 
declining health, and that President 
Roosevelt has appointed the Chief 
Justice ol Massachusetts, Judge Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, to succeed the re- 
tired jurist. Justice Gray baa served 
on the Snpreve Bench longer than 
any one of his associates, excepting 
Justice Harlan. He waa appointed by 
President Arthur In 1881, and, like 
hia successor, was at the time ol hia 
elevation, chief justice ol the highest 
conrt of Massachusetts. 

Justice Gray’s retirement cloaca a 
long, useful, distinguished and hon- 
orable public career. There have been 
more brilliant lawyers on the bench, 
bnt Justice Gray’s qualities are of the 
solid, substantial kind. He lias been 
precise, careful, painstaking, sound 
and judicial. Hia opinions have been 
marked by learning, ability and force. 
He haa bad to write many ol them, 
and In the most lamona cases he haa 
been with tne majority of the conrt. 
In the Insular tariff cases hia position 
was not wholly favorable to the 
claima of the government but be ac- 
cepted the conclusion , it not the log- 
ic, oi Justices Shlras, White and Mc- 
Kenna. Justice Gray haa earned the 
rest he haa decided to allow himself, 
and the people will wish him many 
years of peace and serene contem- 
plation. 

Chlel Justice Holmes, who succeeds 
Justice Grsy, Is one of the moat prog- 
ressive and Independent men on the 
American bench. He la over slxty- 
one years of age, and haa had a more 
varied experience than tbe average 
judge. Hia military career was brief, 
bnt highly creditable, and since 1866 
he has devoted himself to the law. He 
Is singularly well Informed, bnt learn- 
ing has not made him a slave to pre- 
cedent. He la the author of several 
refreshing and bold dissenting opin- 
ions. In so-called labor cases he haa 
taken the modern, tbe advanced, the 
enlightened view, discarding ana- 
chronistic and obsolete notions of the 
earlier common law. He beleivea In 
the right ol labor to combine and to 
nse all lawful means In tbe assertion 
ot Its rights. He is opposed to the 
abuse of the Injunction. 

Massachusetts loses an eminent, fit 
and able judge, but her sacrifice D 
tbe nation's gain. President Roose- 
velt la to be heartily congratulated on 
an admirable and excellent appoint- 
ment. The result of tbe change may 
be notable and far reaching In more 
than one direction.

According to the crop bulletin Issu- 
ed by tbe local Weather Bnrean for 
tbe week ending August it, the tem- 
perature haa averaged above normal, 
while there haa been a fair amount of 
raintall for tbe state, though Irregu- 
larly distributed. Some sections in 
tbe western and western-central por- 
tions ol the State are suffering heavily 
from drouth. 

Wheat threshing is abont complet- 
ed, early reports being verified as to 
tbe generally light yield, though 
good quality of the crop. Core la in 
fine condition, except in the drouth- 
stricken districts , where it haa been 
considerably Injured. With favorable 
conditions continued the crop will be 
considerably above the average to- 
bacco la not doing very well. The dark 
in tbe western counties suffered Irom 
drouth though the Burley in the cen- 
tral and eastern regions appears to be 
in better condition. The outlook is lor 
a short acreage. But little complaint 
haa been beard ot tobacco worms so 
for. Grapes and damson prunes are 
in good condition, but all other iruits 
are poor. There will be a light apple 
crop and peaches have practically 
foiled

J. W. Boatner and A. B. Schliet- 
baum Held to Answer for the 
Attempted Robbery.

Thursday allcruoon Boatuer ap- 
proached the express agent at Dean- 
field and wanted to express fzS.oor 
to Fordsville. The agent told Boat- 
ner that the rules of the company 
would not allow him to receive a pack- 
age for transmission, the value of 
which exceeded $5,000. Boatner left 
at once tor Owensboro, and Friday 
morning expressed from that city te> 
Fordsville the package which he 
claimed contained ooo and tele- 
phoned the agent at Fordsville not to 
put the money In bank aa he would 
beat Fordsville cn 7pm traiu to take 
charge of it. 

Boatner arrived at Fordsville on 
the 7 o'clock p m. train Friday, bn: 
did not call on the agent lor the pack- 
age, but went immediately to the 
Howard House. 

About 8 o'clock Schlietzbauiu call 
ed for Boatner at the Howard lious* 
and tbe two walked down the street 
some distance and were In consulta- 
tion about fifteen minutes. Boatner 
returned to tbe Howard House an<* 
Schlietzbaum to the depot. 

When Schlietzbaum got to the de- 
pot a boy was waiting for him with a 
call to the Harrison exchange 
Schlietzbaum started to the exchange 
and, according to hts story, when In 
the rear ot Wilson & Shrewsbury's 
store a masked man tapped him on 
the shoulder and with a drawn revol- 
ver ordered him to hold np his hands 
and say nothing. According to 
Schltetchbaum's story a second party 
appeared upon the scene and the two 
robbed him of the package containing 
the $28 000. After relieving him o< 
the express package they told him 
they did not want to hurt him but t< 
keep his mouth closed and go with 
them. 

Schlietbaum says they went uj 
the "Texas" road about a mile to thi 
water tank where the robbers halted 
to divide the proceeds of the robbery 
He says the larger of the two met: 
took from his packet a small lamp 
the pressing on a spring of which 
lighted it, and proceeded to open thi 
package and divided the contents 
He says he saw tbe entire $28.00(1 
counted bill by bill and that thr 
money was in bills of large denomi- 
nations. 

Schlietzbaum says the robbers 
while counting the money talked 
freely with him In regard to their 
motives for the robbery. They said 
Boatner, several months ago, robbed 
tbeir father ol $30,000 and that they 
had followed him f om city to city 
and from village to village awaiting 
an oppoitunity to recover the money 
that rightfully belonged to their fath- 
er, and that this was the first chanc, 
they had had to recover it 

Schlietzbaum says when they reach- 
ed a point about ten miles from Fords- 
vlile the robbers told him they were 
going to dope him. That the dope 
was harmless except to produce a lew 
hours sleep, and that he could take 
the dope and sleep a lew hours while 
they escaped, or could take a heavier 
diet and sleep through all eternity 
He says be decided to take the tor- 
mer and took a couple ot swallows ol 
a very nasty tasting fluid and soon 
fell asleep. When he awoke he found 
It difficult toollect his senses and 
wondered where he was and what had 
happened. When he had gotten his 
mental bearings he telephoned par- 
ties at Fordsville ol his whereabouts 
and experience of the night before. 

Marshal S. O. Keown and Deputy 
Sheriff Jo Roberts left Fordsville ear 
ly Saturday morning in search ol 
Schlietzbaum, whom public sentiment 
bad implicated In the reputed robbery, 
and found him at Falls ol Rough 
Schlietzbaum waa arrested there and 
brought back to Fordsville. 

The officials at Fordsville at once 
susplcioned Boatner and Schlietzbaum 
of attempting to rob the American 
Express Company. 

Fortner left Fordsville on 4:30 Tex- 
as train Saturday lor Louisville, and 
Marshal Keown telephoned the Mar- 
shal of Irvington to arrest Boatner 
upon b’.s arrival there whichwasdone 

When Marshal Keown took charge 
of Boatner at Irvington the prisoner 
appeared very unconcerned about tile 
matter, remarking the American Ex

1 DESPERATE DEEDS 

1 ! 

Planned and Partially Execut- 
ed by Prisoners in the 
County Jail. 

Bars of the Outer Wall Cut, 
and Inner Door Almost 
Cut From Hinges 

A Deed More Desperate Than Jail 
Breaking Contem- 
plated. 

By exercising that diligence and 
caution that has made him one ol the 
beat jailers ever elected by the voters 
otOhlo countyjaller Black discovered 
Saturday morning, that desperate 
deeds had been planned and attempts 
made to execute them by the prison- 
ers confined in the north division ol 
the county jail. 

Jailer Black had heard an nnuanal 
lot of singing, whistling, etc., among 
the jail birds Friday night, snd sus- 
pecting that something was wrong, 
went up In the cell rooms Saturday 
morning and made a close inspection 
of the condition ol the cell walls. 

On the west side of the north cell, 
near the floor, a number of the Iron 
bars had been sawed In two. 

Jailer Black questioned the prison- 
ers closely, but each claimed to know 
nothing about the matter. 

Later in the day Jailer Black dis- 
covered that the hinges of the door 
leading from the north to the south 
cell division were practically cut off. 
To have this Incident understood, we 
should explain that a woman waa the 
sole occupant of the south cell divis- 
ion, and it was to reach this division 
that the attempt waa made to cut 
away the division door. Tbs woman 
was In no way responsible for the 
attempt to cut down the door between 
the cells, and does not yet, perhaps, 
know the tool designs of the crimlnsl 
who attemped to commit the act. 

A diligent search was made for the 
tools with which the bars were cut, 
bnt they have not been lonnd. 

Blacksmiths were called In and the 
holes cut by the prisoners patched.

Helen Dunham Stewart, danghtei of 
Hon. and Mrs. H. E. Stewart, of 
Warren, O., will be united In the holy 
bonds of matrimony on September 3, 
1902.

letter. She told him of her im- 
proved condition, how anxious 
she waa to see him, and asking 
him to come at once to bring her 
home. 

The dead man's sister opened the 
letter and wrote her the snd news of 
her husband's death, and that her 
children, now grown np, were living 
In Illinola. With her husband dead, 
and her children gone, the sad-heart- 
ed woman did not care to visit her 
old home, bnt went at once to live 
with her children in Illinois. 

A few days ago she had notice of 
the expected death of her father, Mr. 
Sam Coy — noticed in another column 
— and came at once to his bedside. 

When the funeral cortege arrived at 
the bnrying ground with the body of 
Mrs. Wedding's father, she rushed to 
the still, cold mound that marked the 
death-couch of her husband and cov- 
ered it with flowers and tears.

. DARING DASH 

For Liberty of Four Desperate 
Prisoners in Frankfort 
State Prison. 

Four desperate prisoners confined 
In the State prison at Frankfort, made 
a desperate dash for liberty Wednes- 
day morning at 6 o'clock, and aa a re- 
sult ol It one prisoner lies dead ol a 
bullet wound and another is danger- 
ously wounded. The prisoners were 
Wallace Bishop and Thomaa Mulli- 
gan, of Lexington, and Lafe Brooks, 
of Morgan county, all murderers and 
desperate characters, who had been 
wearing balls and chains lor some- 
time for bad conduct, bat they had 
the aokle clasps filed to the breaking 
point so it was an easy task to un- 
burden themselves of the balls when 
the moment arrived for the attempt 
to escape. 

The prisoners went to their task ss 
usual Wednesday morning bnt at 6:45 
at a signal front Blsbop, Mulligan and 
Brook broke tbelr shackles and rush- 
ed upon guard Frank Hurst, felled him 
to the floor and took his gun. Guard 
A. W. Gill went to Horst's assistance 
but Brooks threw a gun In Gill's face 
snd told him to throw np his hands 
which he did. Bishop took Gill’s 
pistol and the prisoners with drawn 
weapons backed ont of the guard’s 
stand. 

Gill shouted for assistance and 
Brooks fired/ at him. The shot at- 
tracted attention and Deputy Warden 
Madlgan and Warden Lillard and his 
son and several deputies rushed to 
Gill’s assistance with drawn revol- 
vers. The revolting prisoners took a 
stand In a dark room and for four 
hours the prisoners and Warden par 
lied over terms ol capitulation. Kan 
som, a negro murderer from Louis- 
ville had, in the meantime, joined the 
insurgents, and while In an exposed 
position EphLlllard, Jr., took a shot at, 
him, for what purpose we do not un- 
derstand, and wonnded him In the 
right shoulder. 

The prisoners finally, upon the as- 
surance from Warden Lillard of safe 
conduct to their cells, agreed to sur- 
render which proposition the Warden 
accepted. While the prisoners were 
coming ont ot the room In which they 
had concealed themselves, Bishop 
dropped his arms, and when near 
the waistline the contents of a shot 
gun, In the hands of one of tha 
guards, were emptied Into his body, 
from which he died s few hours Inter. 
Again the shooting seems to htve 
been unnecessary as the prisoners had 
previously surrendered their arms to 
the Warden. 

Alter the killing of Bishop it was s 
matter of only a few moments to lock 
the remaining obstreprous prisoners 
in dungeons where they are likely to 
abide for s time, and the State prison 
resumed its nasal quiet appearance. 

A faIthful dog’ 

Like a Loyal Sentinel Watches 
Over the Body of His 
Drunken Master. 

A few nights ago we had occaalon 
to pass through the hall of the court 
house here. When we entered the 
hail all was dark snd still. On r 
footsteps echoed back solemn sounds 
of loneliness as all dark, coverd 
passages will; bnt when near the cen- 
ter ot the hsll the low faint growl of a 
dog warned ua that a human body 
was near. Even a dog, brute that 
he la, tells lo his bark, growl or snarl, 
an intelligent story. We knew from 
this voiceless yet voicelnl growl that 
his master was near. We lighted a 
match and a familiar face lay rigid, 
expressionless and helpless before ns 

We were Interested; here was an 
example of faithfulness that the gods 
must admire. The passerby, felt per- 
haps a pang of pity for the faithful 
wife who waa waiting, longing tor 
the home-coming of the husband and 
father, and hurried along, but the 
faithful dog, nnahle to comprehend 
the power of that liquid fire that en- 
riches the cemeteries and populates 
hell, kept a patient, watchful vigil 
over his master. One is almost led 
to tsk; In Eternity will the man live 
and the dog die?
